The claims have been amended. The amended claims appear to confuse the scope of the claims. That is, the amendments require 
separating "the criteria into text criteria"; however, the claim language already indicated that the criteria is in" the form of text". It therefore 
is incomprehensible how text is separated "into text criteria" as claimed? As furtehr noted, there are two different criteria in the claim as 
amended i.e. (1) the criteria that is in the 'form of text", and (2) the criteria that has been separated into "text criteria". The amendments 
thus confuse the scope of the claims and raise new matter since there is no support of possession of the amended laguage in the original 
disclosure. 
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
